“They contribute to navigation, 
protect valuable industrial and ag- 
ricultural land from floods or pro- 
vide hydro-electric power,” he 
said. 

Such projects include a flood 
wall on the Missouri river from 
St. Charles to Portage des Sioux, 


to protect the Katy and Burling- | 


ton railroads and valuable farm 
lands, and levees along the Mis- 
sissippi from Alton to Cairo, he 
continued. 

“In addition to projects already 
authorized by Congress there are 
others which should be_ under- 
taken as soon as possible because 
of their importance to defense,” 
he said. 

Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, Army 
Chief of Engineers, reviewed his 
agency's civil construction pro- 
gram as revised in line with Presi- 
dent Truman’s order to curtail 
all projects not contributing di- 
rectly to defense or satisfying es- 
sential civilian needs. 

‘First Things First.’ 

“Projects now under cuonstruc- 
tion would be continued which 
meet specified needs, such as the 
development of needed hydro- 
electric power and provision of 
industrial or municipal water sup- 
ply in critical areas, which protect 
important industries of major 
food production areas, or are im- 
portant harbor or waterway proj- 
ects,”’ Pick said. ‘“‘Likewise certain 
projects now in progress would 
be continued where termination 
costs would impose. substantial 
losses to the Government.” 

The curtailment presents “no 
dismal picture to even the most 
ardent champion of water con- 
servation and development prog- 
ress—it simply puts first things 
first,” the speaker said. 

New projects in the 1952 budg- 
et. all important because they 
wuld add to the nation’s hydro- 
electric power supply, Pick said, 
include the Gavins Point project 
on the Missouri at Yankton, S.D.: 


Old Hickory lock and dam on the . 


Cumberland river near Nashville, 
Tenn.: Ice Harbor lock and dam 
on the Snake river in Idaho and 
the Dalles dam on the Columbia 
river. 

High Defense Value 

He listed the St. Lawrence sea- 
way and p: wer project, the pro- 
posed tidewater seaway from New 
Orleans to the Gulf and the 
Cross-Florida barge canal as 
projects “with high value to de- 
fense and national economic se- 
curity.” which may be initiated 
in the near future.

SPECIAL COMBAT. 
FORCE FOR KOREA 


Expected 20,000 - Man 
Outfit Requested by 

MacArthur Is to Leave 
Within 30 Days.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (INS) 
—The Army announced 
that at Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s 
request it is raising a special force 
of possibly 20,000 men to be sent 
to Korea within 30 days. 

The force is being raised 
primarily through a “levy” on the 
recruits who were added to the 
four National Guard divisions 
which went into traing last 
September. 

The Army said that all the 
recruits being taken have had at 
least 14 weeks of training. and 
that their assignments will be 
“principally combat and combat 
support.” 

Supplemental Force. 

The special force is in addition 
to regular replacements’ which 
Defense Secretary Marshall pre- 
viously announced were being 
sent to MacArthur at a rate of 
15,000 a month. 

The Army gave no figure on 
the exact size of the force but 
said that the guard divisions 
would be the ‘major source” and 
that none of these would be re- 
duced below 80 per cent of war 
strength. 

This would mean that it would 
be impossible to take more than 
3000 to 4000 from each guard di- 
vision Men also are being taken 
from the two National Guard 
regimental combat teams which 
went into training last September. 

None of the original guardsmen 
themselves will be taken. The 
guard divisions now consist of 
approximately 50 per cent of 
lraftees who have been added 
since the units went into training. 

Orders Already Issued. 

The Army said that orders al- 
ready are out, and that the move- 
ment will be completed within 30 
days. A spokesman said that no 
second movement of this kind is 
planned. 

The guard divisions 
are: 

The Twenty-eighth at Camp At- 
terbury, Ind.; the Fortieth at 
Camp Cooke, Calif.; the Forty- 
third at Camp Pickett, Va., and 
the Forty-fifth at Camp Polk, La. 

The guard combat teams in- 
volved are the One Hundred 
Ninety-sixth at Camp Carson, 
Colo.. and the Two Hundred Sev- 
enty-eighth at Fort Devens, Mass.

The Emphasis on Fear 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In recent fear-clouded weeks and 
months, I think most of us have begun 
to overlook long-time objectives in the 
rush for momentary security. Specifi- 
cally we have overlooked the very real’ 
danger in the Defense Department’s 
new proposal of universal military 
training and service. It would put 
control of the all-important 18 to 25 
age group too completely in the hands 
of the military. 

There are other factors in this pres- 
ent defense effort as important as 
the military factor: industrial and agri- 
cultural production, scientific research, 
intellectual resources and leadership, 
and the public health. Failure in any 
one of these might spell our and the 
world’s disaster as quickly as military 
failure. 

Therefore, it would seem the wise 
and constitutionally American policy to 
put manpower control under a board 
which represented the needs first, of 
the general national and international 
public good, and then, after that, the 
specific needs of scientific research, 
industry, agriculture, education, the 
military, medicine and public health. 

The arguments for drafting 18-year- 
olds seem to me to be based on short- 
sighted expediency, fright, and uncon- 
Vincing statistics. The likely long 
range effect of this, remembering the ex- 
perience after the first two world wars, 
would be a recurring wave of weak- . 
ened, cynical and unstable citizenship 
running decades into the future. 

The contention that these immature 
youngsters are the best able to stand 
the physical, mental and moral strains 
of modern war seems to me a mere as- 
sertion obviously contrary to all expe- 
rience and all truly scientific observa- 
tion. They may endure it, but without 
a question a great proportion will be 
less fitted—physically, intellectually and 
spirituallv—to carry the greater bur- 
dens of the equally important recon- 
struction era of the future than if they 
were allowed a little more opportunity 
to mature. 


It does not seem impossible that all 
the needs of the military, including a 
large reserve, can be as fully met by an 
adjustment of the present selective 
service system as by the new proposal 
which keeps every young man at the 
end of a tether controlled by someone 
who holds a professional military bias 
and who may or may not value and 
respect other important ends that young 
men might better be serving. 

Finally, our short-sighted understand- 
ing of the great challenge that faces 
this country is betrayed in our over- 
concern with pure defense, and with 
the security of this one nation, rather 
than the general security of the world. 
If we cannot win the plain peoples of 
the world to a free choice of our ideals 
of freedom and democracy, then there 
is no future security for us whether or 
not we conquer by force of arms. We 
may need the military dynamite to open 
the way, but if we don’t have the re- 
serves of intelligence and leadership 
for many decades to come to follow up 
with tangible demonstration of our pro- 
fessed humanitarian, Christian and 
en ideals, we are permanently 

ost. 

There may' even yet be opportunity 
to win that greater achievement without 
the preliminary blasting with armed 
strengh if we will constantly think of 
our role not in terms of defense, but of 
enlightened, humanitarian world lead- 
ership. Perhaps India’s pending re- 
aquest for wheat to thwart its famine is 
a first opportunity to demonstrate this 
leadership. Perhaps leadership now to- 
ward relief of the Korean refugees and 
their eventual rehabilitation is another. 
To lift our sights now toward these 
greater and more important ends will 
make the solution of the lesser prob- 
Jems like manpower and selective serv- 
ice relatively simple.

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Red Light for Truckers 


Some truck interests seem determined to 
fight good roads legislation through all the 
halls and corridors of the Missouri Legislature, 
and while this is their privilege, it seems most 
unwise. 

The House Roads Committee under Repre- 
sentative Milton Duvall of Clarksville has pro- 
duced an excellent series of bills. The Duvall 
measures would increase the state gasoline tax 
to 4 cents a gallon, reduce passenger auto li- 
cense fees to a flat $7, and increase and re- 
apportion truck fees. 

This legislation is intended to put road costs 
more nearly on a basis of who uses the roads 
and how. Many legislators feel, with reason, 
that the truckers have not been paying a fair 
share of the costs. This is easily demonstrated. 

First, Missouri truck fees are far too low. 
The Federal Bureau of Public Roads reports 
that, on an average, Missouri truck taxes are 
the lowest in the nation. 

Second, the rising cost of highway construc- 
tion is due to a great extent to trucks, as well 
as to inflation. For bigger, heavier roads are 
needed to accommodate bigger, heavier trucks. 

In 1935 it was still practicable to build con- 
crete highways 18 feet wide, 6 inches thick, 
with 4-foot shoulders. Now highways should 
be 24 feet wide, 8 inches thick, with 10-foot 
shoulders. Fifteen years ago $30,000 a mile 
was a reasonable construction cost. Recently 
13 miles were built in Greene county at $100,- 
000 a mile. 

The California Highway Department has 
found that heavy trucks and busses created 45 
per cent of the ton-miles of traffic on state 
highways. In terms of increased construction 
requirements, the heavy road users were re- 
sponsible for 55 per cent of the building cost. 

Third, the price of road maintenance has gone 
up because of truck damage. Recent public 
tests in Marvland showed that a truck with a 
single axle load of 18,000 pounds (the legal 
limit in Missouri) caused structural failures in 
a fourth of the slab under test. A truck with 
a 22,400-pound one-axle load caused six times 
as much cracking. 

Fourth, illegal overloads add to the damage. 
Official records indicate that the percentage of 
overloads in Missour! is quite small, and re- 
sponsible truckers oppose the practice. But a 
few have found that they can profit from over- 
loading even when caught at it, because the 
fines are usually small. Arrests for excessive 
loads have increased in recent vears. 

For these reasons the Legislature has shown 
much dissatisfaction with the present truck 
laws. Some members talked of far steeper fees 
than the Duvall bills provide. If the truckers 
now try stubbornly to block the legislation, 
they may get more than they bargained for. 

Missouri has waited a long time for a fair 
road plan, and we do not think the Legislature 
will let the big truck operators tell it what 
to do. : 
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Frustrated Labor Relations 

The Bell Telephone system's labor relations 
become ineffectual at the very point at which 
labor relations are supposed to begin, at the 
bargaining table. The Senate Labor Committee 
makes this specific criticism in a report which 
says the telephone companies’ labor problems 
are becoming worse, and strikes more frequent. 

The evidence of bad bargaining conditions is 
clear enough. The reason for it, the committee 
says, lies largely in the fiction that each of the 
numerous Bell companies is free and independ- 


ent and able to bargain for itself, without refer- « 


ence to the parent American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. which controls them. 

As a result, union representatives always doubt 
that the men facing them across the table actu- 
ally speak for the top management of the Bell 
system. This frustrates confident bargaining at 
the very start. The Senators state that long- 
drawn-out. negotiations and disrupted negotia- 
tions are a part of the frustration. 

So the committee recommends that A.T.&T., 
instead of its local affiliates, bargain with the 
telephone union on all national issues. This 
would provide national wage and hour standards 
for telephone workers. Far more important, 
nation-wide bargaining ought to bring a measure 
of stability to labor relations in the nation-wide 
telephone industry. 


No Speedometer in the Cab 

Should not a speedometer be a _ standard 
piece of equipment on every railroad engine? 
We ask the question because Engineer Fitz- 
simmons, whose commuter train, ‘The Broker,” 
jumped a trestle at Woodbridge, N.J., last 
Tuesday evening, killing more than 80 and in- 
juring more than 500, says there was no 
speedometer in his cab. 

Admittedly. anyone should be able to tell 
whether he is traveling nearer 25 miles an hour— 
which was the speed limit at the place where 
the accident occurred—or 50 miles an hour, the 
rate at which sorfe passengers say the train 
was going. (Fitzsimmons himself first told re- 
porters 25, later was quoted as admitting he 
was making 50, now says it was 25.) 

We do not believe, however, that when speed 
is of the essence in so many disasters on the 
rails nowadays, engineers should be compelled 
to rely upon such a crude device as guesswork. 
There should also be some way for other mem- 
bers of the train crew, including the conductor, 
to know exactly at what speed the train is 
moving. Without a speedometer, there will be 
a strong temptation on the engineer to give 
himself the benefit of the doubt, both before a 
wreck and in retrospect. 

Is a speedometer so expensive, or so new- 
fangled a gadget, that its use on railroads should 
not be a matter of course? 
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Spanish Heat on McCarran 

Aficionados of irony will relish the storm that 
is being brewed in Spain over the McCarran 
Act. For the act has served to prevent most 
Spaniards from entering the United States. And 
it is principally the handiwork, and bears the 
name, of one of the United States Senate's most 
ardent admirers of Francisco: Franco. 

The Spanish press, apparently under instruc- 
tions from on high, has launched a concerted 
campaign against the McCarran Act. The effect 
of that law, plus Franco’s requirements for Fa- 
lange party membership and his restrictions on 
which Spaniards are given passports, means 
that about the only Spaniards who can 
come to the United States are elderly women 
who ‘do not work, reports Sam Pope Brewer, 
Madrid correspondent for the New York Times. 

There is further irony in the fact that Arriba, 
the organ of the Falange party, made one of the 
most effective criticisms of the law. “At the 
gates of the country of free thinking,” the paper 
said, “your opinions are examined like your 


luggage.” 


When Senator McCarran surveys the damage’ 


to his own friends that his blithe disregard of 
American principles has caused, even he may 
be wondering by now whether there is not 
truth in the axiom that to preserve your own 
freedom, there must be freedom for the thought 
you hate. 
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For a Conference Now 

Secretary Acheson says that Soviet Russia in 
its latest note to the Western powers has moved 
“grudgingly” toward a four-power conference. 
Mr. Acheson himself has moved just about as 
grudgingly as anybody could. He let 38 days go 
by before replying to the first Soviet request for 
a conference, and 24 days before replying to the 
second. If he delays that long in responding to 
the third, it must appear that he is stalling. 

Stalling has, in fact, been very nearly the 
American policy on negotiations with Russia. 
The theory is that we must wait until we can 
bring to the conference table a far greater col- 
Jection of guns, bombs and planes than we now 
possess. The trouble with the theory is that 
Soviet Russia is also expanding its own arsenal 
with every month that passes. This may be the 
reason why France and Britain have been so 
much more anxious than the United States to 
confer with the Russians now. 

The Kremlin customarily interlards its diplo- 
matic notes with propaganda, designed for sound 
effect only, but there seems little doubt that it 
urgently wants a conference now on Germany. 
When the West objected to calling the confer- 
ence on the basis of' the Prague declaration, 
which might have committed it in advance to 
Russia's own unacceptable plan for German uni- 
fication, 
When the West insisted that other subjects than 
Germany be discussed, the Kremlin agreed to 
that, though it is apparently unwilling to take 
up Far Eastern issues unless Communist China 
is represented. 

Secretary Acheson very properly suggests 
that the rearmament of Soviet satellites in Eu- 
rope be discussed. The West alleges that Bul- 
garia, Rumania and Hungary have rearmed far 
beyond the treaty limits. Certainly this actual 
military buildup in the East is a prime cause 
of tension, far more so than a potential future 
buildup in Western Germany, and must be in- 
cluded in any negotiations. 

Yet we hope that Mr. Acheson will formulate 
his agenda proposals in such a way as to pro- 
mote the holding cf a conference rather than 
for the purpose of forestalling one. It may well 
be that Russia is still unwilling to co-operate in 
establishing the conditions of peace. But no 
Western statesman should take the responsibil- 
ity of making that assumption without seriously 
and honestly negotiating to that end himself. 
Even an unsuccessful conference would be bet- 
ter than marching silently toward war. 
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Lincoln’s Dedication 


What is democracy? Students are asked to 
define the term and frequently citizens puzzle 
over its meaning. Today it is appropriate to 
quote pertinent words from a new little book, 
‘Lincoln and the Spiritual Life,” by T. V. Smith, 
professor of philosophy and former Congress- 
man-at-large from Illinois: 

Democracy is not primarily a goal or any 
cluster of goals; democracy is a going. 
Rather than a way of arriving somewhere, it 
is a way of getting along, and getting along 
together. This method of living together 
is the give-and-take, the live-and-let-live, out 
of which do not normally come great things, 
but which is itself a very great thing. It 
was how to do this, and the coming to feel 
that the doing of it was indeed the greatest 
thing in the world—it was this double ap- 
prenticeship to which Lincoln was dedicated.

Housing and Defense 


The Korean war and the intensified defense 
effort have raised doubts here and there as to 
the. possibility of going through with public 
housing plans. Opponents of such projects are 
making every effort to exploit these doubts. 

To clear up this situation, a group of St. 
Louisans, headed by Gale F. Johnston, president 
of the Mercantile-Commerce Bank, has sent out 
more than 1000 invitations to a national housing 
conference to be held here March 19-20. Mayor 
Darst will be honorary chairman. 

This project represents a stroke of statesman- 
ship. It should be able to clear away much 
misunderstanding. Where necessary, it can con- 
centrate pressure On Washington for decisions 
on moot points. Best of all, it can make it clear 
that our military effort has not pushed the need 
for housing into the background. 

True, more care will have to be exercised in 
the used of materials. But as Arthur A. Blu- 
meyer, president of the Bank of St. Louis and 
chairman of the St. Louis Housing Authority, 
has pointed out, “new housing will be required 
for defense workers in critical areas.” ‘“‘We are 
convinced,” he added, “‘that such housing should 
be well planned and permanent, in line with 
future plans for our cities.” 

Slum-breeding makeshift shelter might be as 
costly as a sound building program. There 
can be no doubt about its long range results. 
Since the current defense effort is sure to be a 
protracted one, all possible steps should be taken 
to avoid such adverse side effects. The St. 
Louis meeting should be a big help toward this. 
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Effects of a Flat Tax Rise 

Nobody likes the Treasury's new income tax 
proposal, but some people ought to dislike 
it less than others. Owing to the Treasury's 
adoption of a flat rate increase in each bracket, 
the burden of the defense program will not be 
fairly distributed under its plan. Upper income 
groups will pay a proportionately smaller tax 
increase than those lower down on the scale. 

How this works Congress can find out by 
studying the total effect of last year’s tax in- 
crease plus that proposed by the Treasury. As 
a sample, take the case of a married person 
with two dependents, and see how he fares 
under both increases. 

Before Korea, such a person with an income 
of $15,000 paid five and three-quarter times 
the tax paid by such a person with income of 
$5000. Under the Treasury plan, he would pay 
only five times as much tax. 

Before Korea, a person with $25,000 income 
paid 12 times the tax paid by one with $5000 
income. Under the Treasury plan, he would 
pay only 11 times as much. ‘ 

Before Korea, a person with $50,000 income 
paid 37 times as much tax as the $5000 per- 
son. Under the Treasury plan, he would pay 
only 33 times as much. 

Is there any good reason why the upper- 
income taxpayers should thus be relieved of a 
part of the new tax burden? 

It is all very well to say that there are not 
very many upper-income taxpayers, and that 
therefore taxes must bite into the lower and 
middle groups. The latter groups, we think, 
are prepared to pay their share. But they 
have a right to insist that upper-income families 
pay their full share as well.

JUST WHEN THE HAND SHOULD BE FREE 


A Southern Editor on Segregation 


The Mirror

It is being chipped away by recent Supreme Court decisions, 
he says; “separate” facilities are admittedly never “equal”; they 
are indefensible on moral grounds, he adds, but fears are expressed 
that-Court or Congress may cause some chaos by going too fast.

Three important Supreme Court deci- 
sions have chipped away at the structure 
of racial segregation without actually de- 
molishing it. : 

All three test suits were brought by 
Negroes. One plaintiff protested the sepa- 
rate seating facilities for whites and Ne- 
groes on railroad dining cars. Another 
challenged the adequacy of a _ separate 
Texas law school for Negroes. The third 
contended that he was. discriminated 
against after being =. 
admitted to the Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma 
graduate school. 

The net effect of 
the court ruling in 
the railroad case is 
to abolish segrega- 
tion on dining cars 
in interstate com- 
merce, even if the 
“separate but equal” 
doctrine still stands. 

In a second case, 
the court held unani- 
mously that separate 
law school facilities 
were not equal to 
those provided for whites and ordered the 
State of Texas to admit Herman Marion 
Sweatt to the regular law school. 

The Oklahoma ruling came even closer 
to upsetting the “separate but equal’ doc- 
trine. To-all intents and purposes, G. W. 
McLaurin has had equal educational op- 
portunity. He has sat in the same class- 
room, eaten in the same cafeteria, and 
Studied in the same library with white 
students, even if a certain physical segre- 
gation was preserved. Chief Justice Vin- 
son, however, said for the majority that 
McLaurin “must receive the same treat- 
ment at the hands of the State as students 
of other races.” Hence the “separate but 
equal” doctrine has virtually been reword- 
ed to include “the same treatment.” 

This topic is of paramount importance. 
North Carolina already faces four test 
suits. One demands the admittance of Ne- 
groes to the University of North Carolina 
law school. Three demand equal facilities 
in the public schools, or else the abolition 
of segregation. 

And let us not be lulled into thinking

that our publie school facilities for Ne- 
groes are equal to whites. The Education 
Commission report In 1948 gave convinc- 
ing, well-documented evidence that Negro 
school buildings and equipment are, in 
fact, woefully inferior to those for white 
students. No North Carolinian with any 
sense of justice can be happy over that. 


What is pending in this state—if and 
when the proper test suits are fought 
through the Supreme Court—is a multi- 
million-dollar expenditure to bring Negro 
schools up to standard. 

Up until 1949, such suits would have 
had to be filed on a county-by-county 
basis, since buildings and equipment were 
a local responsibility. 

Now that the State Government has 
gone into the building of schools to the 
extent of $50,000 000, it is entirely possible 
that a single test suit could tie up the 
whole state appropriation and force it to 
be used for Negro schools. 


We have said it before. We say it again 
today. Segregation, as an abstract moral 
principle, cannot be defended by any intel- 
lectually or spiritually honest person. 

Yet we are dealing with more than an 
abstract moral principle. We are dealing 
with the realities of a system which dates 
back many generations. 


That system can not be overturned by 
Congressional act or judicial interpreta- 
tion without causing a degree of chaos 
that probably would be more detrimental 
to the national welfare and to that of the 
nation’s citizens than a continuance of 
segregation practices would be. It can, 
however, be worn down bit by bit. 

Hence, we are torn between gratification 
that the Supreme Court is gradually giv- 
ing us a better standard for measuring 
real American democracy and apprehen- 
sion thai the Court or Congress might go 
too fast. 

That having been said, we renfind Tar 
Heels that the handwriting ‘is on the wall, 
as far as our state educational system is 
concerned. The Supreme Court may leave 
the “separate but equal” doctrine on the 
books. But our state will have to get busy 
and make the facilities truly equal if it 
hopes to maintain its racial segregation.

The Richmond paper noisily demands 
that we reprint its tedious essays on Vir- 
ginia ham, a scrubby type of commercial 
pork exported to Northerners, and both 
Times-Dispatch and Post-Dispatch invite 
us to compare Kentucky ham with their 
product. 

Actually, we are not remotely interested 
in the merits, if any, of the meat that 
comes from the sad porkers of the Old 
Dominion or those scrawny brutes that 
pass for pigs in Missouri. Certainly, as 
long as we have the real article here at 
home, we will not belabor our digestive 
ae with the stuff our neighbors call 

am. 

‘We have in the past sympathized with 
President Truman for having to gulp a 

rtion of that flab to show his 

oyalty to Missouri. It’s enough, as ‘the 


Times-Dispatch points out, to put a man 
in a nasty letter-writing mood. 

As for Virginia’s pretentious product— 
well, suffice it to say that Virginians 
originated the custom of serving ham and 
eggs for breakfast, in hopes that the com- 
bination of sleepy palate and soothing 
egg would allow the inferior flavor of their 
ham to pass unnoticed. 

‘Of course, Kentucky ham, the aristocrat 
of hamdom, needs no such props or sub- 
terfuges. Give us a fall afternoon, a glass 
of something warming, and sit us down to 
a platter of rich, red-brown ham, cured 
to that degree that only Kentuckians may 
judge to the precise moment, and cooked 
—but we shall not give away our secrets 
of preparation to these porky pretenders 
from Virginia and Missouri.

Shakespeare Develops a Plot 
THE SOURCES OF "MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING,” 

by Charlies 17. Preuty. (Yale University Press, '48 

pqs., $2.50.) 

A study of literary sources is tradition- 
ally a prosaic thing, but to Prof. Prouty’s 
credit his volume is both valuable and 
highly readable. Mr. Prouty has exam- 
ined ‘““Much Ado” in relation to the source 
story of the accused bride to see what 
Shakespeare’s treatment reveals of his in- 
tentions and ideas. 

Modern readers are usually most inter- 
ested in the sub-plot of Beatrice and Bene- 
dick, but Mr. Prouty first concentrates on 
the main plot, Claudio and Hero, and 
traces the changes Shakespeare made in 
the conventional story. The method is a 
fruitful one: tracing in detail the changes 
Shakespeare made in a received plot is 
one of the few sure ways we have of de- 
tecting his creative mind in action. 

As in many of the plays, such as “Ham- 
let” and “Lear,” the events of the main 
plot of “Much Ado” were already estab- 
lished, in versions of the story by Ban- 
dello, Ariosto and Whetstone, and could 
only be developed and explained. Shakes- 
peare altered the plot considerably by 
changing it from a conventionally ro- 
mantic tale to a down-to-earth story of a 
marriage of convenience broken off at the 
altar because of the bride’s alleged un- 


‘chastity. The marriage of convenience, as 


Mr. Prouty shows the Claudio-Hero story 
to be, was a matter of everyday realism to 
Elizabethans but is somewhat unreal to us. 

We find greater realism and enjoyment 
in the sub-plot of .the “dueling” lovers 
Beatrice and Benedick, who are apparently 
intended as lovers bent on finding “an 
emotion based on reality and not on con- 
vention.” These witty, quarreling lovers 
are not in the sources of the play. 

Mr. Prouty shows how Shakespeare de- 
rived the characters and attitudes of both 
plots by reaction against the unreal, over- 
ly romantic lovers of his sources. In his 
main plot we see love treated as a business 
arrangement, and in the other plot as a 
real, believable emotion. 

Mr. Prouty’s treatment is concise, read- 
able, convincing. The value of his mono 
graph is increased by his including, as a 
long appendix, the one English treatment 
of the source story not reprinted in the 
variorum Shakespeare, Beverley’s “Ario- 
danto and leneura.”’ 

This monograph purposely avoids bril- | 
liant intuitive interpretation for results 
which are as close as possible to certainty. 
The author has used the time-honored de- 
vice of comparing the details and the ideas 
of the. play to the sources, in order to 
bring out the meaningful changes which 
Shakespeare made in reducing one high- 
flown romance to two realistic plots. The 
author has used another conventional but

But the remainder of his life was 
as debt-ridden as his 18 years on Brit- 
ish Isles.

AT THE SAME afternoon reception, the Presi-

Democrat, of Jersey City. N.J. Congressman 
Sieminski learned of his victory last fall when 
he was, with the Marines in Korea. He is a 
Princeton man whose family owns a laundry, and 
he is married to a Polish countess, a very good- 
looking, statuesque woman with black curly hair, 
and snapping black eyes. She did his campaign- 
ing for him when he was in Korea, and went to 
as many as 10 political rallies in an evening— 
quite an achievement for any woman, but espe- 
cially for a high-born Polish lady with no political 
experience.

President Truman and the Congressman had met 
previously at a Chamber of Commerce dinner 
and, with the optimism of freshmen representa- 
tives, Sieminski said, ‘“‘Don’t worry, Mr. President. 
Before I’m through I'll make the New Jersey 
Chamber of Commerce go Democratic.” This 
pleased the President, and he then inquired about 
the Sieminski’s child, Christina, whose hand Tru- 
man had shaken. Christina was thrilled, and 
even more so when a Secret Service man came 
up to her solemnly and said. “May I shake the 
hand that shook the hand of President Truman?”

Peter said No; though they 
had worked all night with their 
nets, they had caught nothing.

Christ said, “Let down the net 
again.” They did so; and it was 
immediately so full of fish, that 
it required the strength of many 
men (who came and helped them) 
to lift it out of the water, and 
even then it was very hard to do. 
This was another of the miracles 
of Jesus Christ. 

Jesus then said, “Come with 
me.” And they followed Him 
directly. And from that time the 
12 Disciples or Apostles were 
always with Him. 

As great crowds of people fol- 
lowed Him, and wished to be 
taught, He went up into a moun- 
tain, and there preached to them, 
and gave them, from His own lips, 
the words of that prayer, begin- 
ning, “Our Father which art in 
Heaven,” that you say every night. 
It is called the Lord’s Prayer, be- 
cause it was first said by Jesus 
Christ, and because He command- 


ed His Disciples to pray in those 
words. 

When He came down from the 
mountain, there came to Him a 
man with a dreadful disease called 
the leprosy. It was common in 
those times; and those who were 
ill with it were called lepers. This 
leper fell at the feet of Jesus 
Christ, and said, ‘“‘Lord! If Thou 
wilt, Thou canst make me well!” 
Jesus, always full of compassion, 
stretched out His hand, and said, 
“IT will! Be thou well!” And his 
disease went away, immediately, 
and he was cured. 

Being followed, wherever He 
went, by great crowds of people, 
Jesus, went with His Disciples into 
a house to rest. While He was 
sitting inside, some men brought 
upon a bed a man who was very 
ill of what he called the palsy, 
so that he trembled all over from 
head to foot, and could neither 


to Him, none was so full of grief 
and distress as one man who was 
a ruler or magistrate over many 
people, and he wrung his hands, 
and cried, and said, “O Lord, my 
daughter—my beautiful, good, in- 
nocent little girl, is dead. Oh 
come to her, come to her, and lay 
Thy blessed hand upon her, and 
I know she will revive, and come 
to life again, and make me and 
her mother happy. O Lord, we 
love her so, we love her so! And 
she is dead!” 


Jesus Christ went out with 
him, and so did His Disciples, 
and went to his house, where the 
friends and neighbors were cry- 
ing in the room where the poor 
dead little girl lay, and where 
there was soft music playing; as 
there used to be, in those days, 
when people died. Jesus Christ, 
looking on her sorrowfully, said 
—to comfort her poor parents— 
“She is not dead. She is asleep.” 
Then He commanded the room to 
be cleared of the people that 


‘were in it, and going to the dead 


child, took her by the hand, and 
she rose up, quite well, as if she 
had only been asleep. Oh what 
a sight it must have been to see 
her parents clasp her in their 
arms, and kiss her, and thank 
God and Jesus Christ, His Son, 
for such great mercy! 

But He was- always merciful 
and tender.

INCOLN’S birthday is one of 

my favorite holidays, for it 

seems to me that Lincoln as 
a oman and as a leader had so 
many of the qualities that are 
particularly needed in our coun- 
try and particularly admired 
when we find them in any of our 
public men. 

One of my favorite spots in 
Washington is the Lincoln Me- 
morial, and I often think, as I 
look at the great statue which 
must inspire so many people, how 
much we owe to the artist who 
conceived and carried out that 
memorial. Primarily, monuments 
are important because they at- 
tract our attention and remind us 
of the things which great men 
did and which must not be for- 
gotten if our nation is to con- 
tinue great. 

Lincoln took the first steps in 
wiping out slavery in our country. 
We haven’t even now finished the 
task which he began. But he 
charted the way, and slowly we 
follow in his footsteps until some 
day we will achieve the real 
equality of all men which he en- 
visaged and fought for.

ON FEB. 19 we begin to cele- 
brate in this country what is 
called “Brotherhood Week.” I 
think perhaps it is one of the 
most important weeks in the year 
not only because of its national 
aspects, but because of its inter- 
national significance. We have 
to learn to get on with all the 
people who make up our own 
country, to think of them as 
brothers and treat them as equals 
before we can hope to succeed in 
our desire to bring about peace 
and confidence in the world as a 
whole. 

On Feb. 16 I have been asked 
to attend a dinner in Chicago ini- 
tiated and sponsored by Chicago’s 
Negro community. It is given as 
a “salute to Roosevelt College” 
and to its president, Dr. Edward 
J. Sparling, because in actuality 
the college practices brotherhood 
the year round and has set a pat- 


tern of equal educational oppor- 
tunities, regardless of race, creed 
or color.

THERE ARE 5000 students at 
Roosevelt College, housed in Chi- 
cago’s historic Auditorium build- 
ing on Michigan avenue. No ap- 
plying student is asked any ques- 
tions bearing on race or origin. 
The records of the college do not 
show how many Negroes, how 
many Jews, how many Nisei or 
how many whites attend the col- 
lege, nor do the records show 
what their religions are. 

Roosevelt College has simply 
pioneered courageously and with- 
out compromise in the field laid 
out by the President’s Commis- 
sion on Higher Education for all 
colleges: “Colleges have a unique 
opportunity to offer an experi- 
ence in tolerance and understand- 
ing which grows out of demo- 
cratic relations with students 
from various national and reli- 
gious backgrounds. Colleges 
should become laboratories of 
inter-race anc inter-fellowship.”

Advice on Living With Heart Disease 


Victim Doesn't Have to Be an Invalid, Moderation Is Best Preventive, Doctor Says; Funds Sought

R. X, a St. Louis banker, was 
M: dynamic character and a 


demon for work. The more~} 


work the better. And even though 
he had advanced to a high posi- 
tion in the bank, he was still the 
first one down in the morning 
and among the last to leave at 
night. 

Then one day, to his surprise 
and dismay, he began to have 
pains in the chest. And the old 
drive wasn’t what it had been. He 
went to see a heart specialist. He 
learned what many a middle-aged, 
successful business man learns. 
His heart was still organically 
sound, but it was beginning to 
protest the strain. Also his blood 
pressure was up. The danger sig- 
nals were flying, he was told, and 
if he kept on at his present pace 
he was in for serious trouble. 

Let some of the other boys do 
some of the work, the doctor told 
him, and take it easier. He was 
a hard man to convince, since 
he had such a passion for work, 
but he finally agreed. Nowadays 
you can’t find him around the 
bank before 10:30 in the morning, 
and he knocks off in the middle 
of the afternoon. The bank has 
suffered not at all, but Mr. X 
has benefitted immeasurably. His 
blood pressure stays close to nor- 
mal and he hasn’t had a pain in 


his chest for days. 
“There is no doubt,” says Dr. 
E. Lee Shrader, cardiologist and 
president of the St. Louis Heart 
Association, “that Mr. X_ has 
added from 10 to 15 years to his 
life.” 

The case of Mr. X is not an 
uncommon one. All of us, when 
we. get past the age of 40, says 
Dr. Shrader, are beginning to de- 
velop some of the _ conditions 
which lead to arteriosclerosis, 
which is the medical term for 
hardening and congestion of the 
arteries which, in that type of 
heart disease, always precedes a 
heart attack. 

* * * 

N FACT, says Dr. Shrader, a 
| heart attack, contrary to popu- 

lar conception, is not a thing 
which happens suddenly and 
without cause. It is the logical re- 
sult of a condition which has been 
building up for some time. Pains 
in the chest, shortness of breath 
and other symptoms, up to and 
including an actual heart attack, 
are warning signals that some- 
thing is wrong. 

Sometimes exertion or a change 
of living pace may start the warn- 
ing signals to flying. A case in 
point was that of another patient 
who*came to see Dr. Shrader last 
summer with pains in his chest. 

“This man had been an execu- 
tive in a‘large business,” the doc- 
tor explained, ‘and had spent his 
adult years sitting all day at a 
desk, riding to and from work in 
an_automobile. Then at the age 
of 45, he suddenly decided he 
wanted to be in business for him- 

And he wanted some kind 

So 

he bought a large service station 

—one of those places on the high- 

way where big transport trucks 

stop. And he tried to do every- 

thing from filling gas tanks to 
changing truck tires. 

Well, one day while he was 
wrestling one of those big truck 
tires, he got a sudden, severe pain 
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in his chest. We finally con- 
vinced him he would have to hire 
a man to do that’kind of work; 
his heart wouldn’t stand it. Now 
he keeps books and rings up the 
money on the cash register, while 
another man wrestles the truck 
tires.. And he has no more 
trouble and probably won’t have.” 

In recent years, cardiovascular 
disease has risen to the point 
where it accounts for approxi- 
mately half of all the deaths in 
the United States. In St. Louis, 
as elsewhere, it is the No. 1 health 
problem today. Last year, ac- 
cording to the figures of the St. 
Louis Heart Association, heart 
and blood vessel diseases account- 
ed for 6387 deaths in the city and 
county, as compared to 6635 from 
all other causes. 

One of the purposes of the St. 
Louis Heart Association, which 
is affiliated with the National 
Heart Association, is the educa- 
tion of people to, first, recognize 
symptoms of heart disease and 
second, to learn to live sensibly 
with it. 

Toward this and other ends in 
connection with heart disease, the 
St.. Louis Association is concuct- 
ing a fund-raising drive _ this 
month with a goal of $250,000. 
The national goal is $8,000,000. 
Of the money collected in St. 
Louis, Dr. Shrader’ explained, 
three fourths will remain in St. 
Louis. It will be used for re- 
search, for community clinics 
(two of which, established by the 
St. Louis association, are now in 
operation) and for educational 
programs. 

« And much of the educational 
program will be aimed at the 
middle-aged business man, like 


the two mentioned above, who 
seems to be one of the favorite 
targets for the various types of 
heart trouble. 

Unfortunately there is no way 
to prevent heart disease, Dr. 
Shrader points out, as we speak 
of preventing those diseases 
against which people can be im- 
munized. There is no vaccine. 
Neither is there any practicable 
way of detecting bad hearts on a 
large scale, as the tuberculosis 
groups, for example, detect the 
presence of that disease by mass 


X-rays. 
T disease early, and great pro- 

gress has already been made 
in this direction through the two 
children’s clinics, at St. Louis 
and Washington Universities. The 
clinics, established in 1949, were 
visited by 700 children during the 
first year’s operation. Four out of 
five of the children, who had 
been referred to the clinic by 
their school doctors, were found 
to have hearts that needed watch- 
ing. 

In the case of the adult, how- 
ever, there is no school doctor, 
and the first evidence of it is 
quite likely to be a heart attack. 
One of the aims of the associa- 
tion is to dispel the widespread 
ignorance about “heart attacks” 
and about the function and per- 
formance of the heart itself. 

Heart disease may be roughly 
divided into four types, Dr. 
Shrader explains: congenital heart 
disease, rheumatic heart disease, 
hyptertension and arteriosclero- 
sis.

Rheumatic 
heart disease, primarily a child- 
hood attacker, follows rheumatic 
fever, often disabling its victim 
and often proving fatal in matur- 
ity. 

Hyptertension, which usually 
strikes in the 30s and reaches its 
maximum in the 40s and 50s, is 
a condition in which the blood 
pressure, for no known cause, is 
elevated above the normal range 
for long periods of time. 


Arteriosclerosis has two sep- 
afate but often interrelated 
forms. The first is associated 
with old age and is commonly re- 
ferred to as “hardening of the 
arteries.’ In the second form, 
called atherosclerosis, the inner 
lining of the arteries is gradually 
thickened and roughened by ir- 
regular deposits of a fatty sub- 
stance called cholestrol. 

“Assuming we are born with a 
good heart, and have escaped 
rheumatic fever and hyperten- 
sion,” Dr. Shrader points out, 
“then artherosclerosis is the cul- 
prit we have to watch. Because 
all of us, after 40 or so, are devel- 
oping deposits of cholestrol, to 
a less or greater extent. And 
here is what happens: 

“The amount of blood which a 
certain artery can carry may be 
greatly diminished by the depos- 
its of cholesterol. So we develop 
a sort of auxiliary system where- 
by other nearby arteries became 
enlarged and take over some of 
the load. The older we get, the 
more of these collateral systems 
we develop. 

“A heart attack is a sudden 
block in circulation. If it happens 
to a young person, who hasn't 
developed a collateral system, it 
can quite likely prove fatal. But 
if it happens to an older person, 
it is usually a mild attack, and a 
warning. It informs him that he 
has a heart condition, and that 
his way of living is going to have 
to undergo some changes.” 

It doesn’t necessarily mean, 
however, that the victim is going 
to be an invalid the rest of his 
life. It doesn’t necessarily mean 
that he can’t do as much work as 
he ever did, says Dr. Shrader. 
There are many misconceptions 
about heart disease, and none is 
more prevalent than the idea that 
a person with heart disease must 
live in a wheel chair, avoiding not 
only exercise, but excitement, to-

“It seems like a 
terrible and fearful thing, but he 
must realize that he isn’t going 
to drop dead and that he can lead 
a useful life within limits. Fear 
of the disease creates tensions 
which are almost as harmful as 
the disease itself. 

“Once a man has made up his 
mind that he is willing to live 
within the limits of what he’s got 
left, the odds are he can get along 
very well. 

“If he has been doing strenu- 
ous work, or working too hard at 
whatever he does, he is going to 
have to reduce his activities. It 
may mean giving up his job. He 
will have to evaluate his work 
and decide whether or not he 
can continue in it. As a matter 
of fact, a heart patient can do 
about as much work as anyone 
else, for as long hours, if he 
works _ steadily, patiently and 
calmly. But he must try to keep 
himself free of anxieties and wor- 
ries. 
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éé E doesn’t have to be an in- 
H vaiia so far as exercise is 
concerned. He can_ take 
mild exercise, such as golf, if he 
quits when he’s tired. He will 
have to see his doctor for regular 
check-ups, and his doctor will 
help him work out problems of 
work, exercise, diet and so forth. 
He will, of course, have to keep 
his weight down, but he can drink 
in moderation and some cardiolo- 
gists see no harm in smoking, as 
long as he doesn’t overdo it.” 
All in all, the doctor explains, 
the human heart is really a pretty 
tough organ which gives way only 
to infectious diseases or pro- 
longed abuse. The best preven- 
tion is work and play in modera- 
tion; learn to relax, keep your 
weight down, don’t take your bus- 
iness and your worries home with 
you at night, take vacations, but 
don’t try to crowd a year’s exer- 
cise into two weeks, and don’t 
think that a stiff physical work- 
out once a week erases the bad 
working habits and dissipations 
of the previous six days. 
“In short,” says Dr. Shrader, 
“be your age.”

NE of the greatest advantages 
0 of opening the bidding with 
one no-trump is that an op- 
ponent, who may have a very 
tempting hand, is forced to enter 
the auction at the two-level, or, 
by being more discreet and pass- 
ing, possibly loses the chance for 
a profit or a sacrifice. However, 
the partner of the no-trump bid- 
der must be alert if the advan- 
tage of the opening bid is to be 
fully realized! He must not waste 
a chance as West did in this case:

It was easy for the defenders 
to take seven tricks, but since 
the contract had not been dou- 
bled, the penalty was only 200 
instead of 500 points. 

It was West, of course, who was 
responsible for this “kindness to 
the enemy.” Evidently, West did 
not think well of his hand, which 
was “under average” in that he 
held less than one ace, one king, 
one queen and one jack. But the 
term “average hand,” is decidedly 
relative! The fact that East had 
guaranteed from three and one- 
half to four honor-tricks and a 
balanced hand, with some strength 
in each suit, made West’s holding 
a great deal stronger than ap- 
peared on the surface! 

Observe that East did not have 
a really good no-trump opening; 
indeed, it was pretty much of a 
minimum; yet, without declarer 
suffering any conspicuously” bad 
luck in the break of the cards, 
the contract was easily defeated 
two tricks. 

The sum and substance of the 
situation is just this: after a no- 
trump opening, the partner’s hon- 
ors take on an added value be- 
cause it can be safely presumed 
that these honors will be backed 
up and “promoted” by correspond- 
ing honors in the opener’s hand. 
Thus, West certainly should have 
doubled the spade overcall.

the nail is too large it’s going to | 
split the wood. Knowing the exact | 


size nail for a job is something 
that only carpenters seem to 
know, but a good rule of thumb 
is to use a nail three times the 
length of the board you are nail- 
ing. In short, a. board one inch 
thick calls for a nail 3 inches 
long. 

We know that if nails are 
started too close to the end of 
a board the board is likely to 
split. This catastrophe can be 
avoided, either by setting the 
nails several inches back from the 
edge of the board or drilling small 
pilot holes in the board and driv- 
ing the nails into these holes.
